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PARKING REGULATIONS CLARIFIED 


D. G. TYNDALL, Vice-President for Finance 
and Administration, has issued the following 
notice regarding parking and the problems 
of enforcement of the Parking and Traffic 
Regulations. 

Concern has been expressed by many 
members of the University community 
regarding the enforcement (or lack thereof) of 
the University’s Revised Parking and 
Traffic Regulations during the fall months. 

It has therefore seemed desirable to offer 
the following explanation and to advise 
all concerned of present plans and procedures. 

Enforcement of the new Parking and 
Traffic Regulations was put into effect 
gradually because it was appreciated that the 
imposition of new Regulations would result 
in some confusion and misunderstanding, 
and that, although the new Regulations were 
issued to departments, explained by letters 
and notices and given general publicity, 
it would be some time before interest and 
experience would make their provisions 
generally known. 

Enforcement of the new Regulations 
commenced in October, 1968, with attention 
being paid at first to such offences as 
parking beside a hydrant or in “no parking” 
zones; then, progressively, through illegal 
parking in reserved stalls, reserved zones, 
loading zones, and meter violations. Until 
December 3, 1968, parking tickets were 
seldom issued except for offences about which 
complaints had been received. 

During the period, 1 September, 1968 
to 31 December, 1968, the Regulations and 
their effect on the use of space have 
been studied and adjustments made. 

Sufficient time has now elapsed for members 
of the University community to become 
familiar with the regulations and to appreciate 
their intent. The Patrol Section of the 
Campus Security Force has been strengthened 
and some training innovations have been 
introduced. It is now our intent to check 
parking violations more closely and to issue 
tickets as appropriate. It is hoped that this 
will result in more effective use of space in 
the best interests of the total University 
community. 

It may be useful to underscore certain facts 

(a) the fine for parking violations is $5. 

(b) the fine for meter violations is $1. 

(c) the fine for failing to affix permit 


stickers properly is $2. 

permits are not transferable from 

car to car. 

(e) under no circumstances is it 
permissible to park in another person’s 
reserved stall, beside a hydrant, 
in a loading zone, in a driveway or 
any other “no parking” area. Violators 
will be fined, and repeated violations 
may result in the cancellation of 
all parking privileges.
